Waiving exami nation Saturday before 
Commissioner Wont worth nf Rncine, E, A. 
Murray tit Kussell, was sentenced to one 
year in the penitent ittry at Wnupun for 
getting money in Racine under fnlio pre- 
teniet, the, first day of hi* sentence to be 
spent in solitary confinement. 

Murray plead guilty to tho .charge. He 
has a mother, father, brother mid sister at 
ilunsoll whom bo refused to innkc aware of 
his trouble. * 

Murray bad drawn nnd passed checks on 
the Security. Savings Bank, of Wankegan, 
in which - be bad no funds whatever. 
Checkti are said to have been passed in 
Chicago, Kenosha nnd Rncine. * 

Murray was captured when he visited 
Belle White, alleged to bo an inmate of a 
Racine, house of ill fume. When arrested 
be attempted to kill Police Sergeant John* 
son with a 22-caliber rifle nnd then suicide. 
The officer knocked the rillc up and the 
bullet phsird through the ceilinjr. 

Among the effects taken from Murray 
were a' number of letters, proof thnt he ex- 
pected to bo arrested and making state- 
ments thnt, he 'would never ho taken alive. 
These letters were evidently written nt 
V«sell, They were addressed to two 
to Uelle White. 222 State 
a. the other to Anna Koppen. 
jik'n-u-f sSiilJM to tho Inst one be desired 
that all his ijtta'^^uld go and named an 
attorney ns/execiitor. There" Vvoie 1 other 
letter*, indicating that he had given worth- 
leas checks to Montgomery Wnrd A* Co.,* 
Chicago, anil thnt he, was in business at 
Russell, furnishing meat to Cbicogo 
houses. 

Murray admitted that be forged checks 
and said "that he had a brother who will fix 
matter* up. Later he signified willingness 
to waive examination and plead guilty and 
take his medicine. The man is completely 
broken down, in fact, crushed, discourse^! 
with life and openly says that he intended 
to kill ninrn'lf when arrested' but thnt the 
officer prevented him from committing the 
act. 

He was not charged with forgery, but 
with obtaining money under false pretenses, 
-drawing checks upon a bnnk where he had 
no money. The, complaint was sworn to 
■by Acting Chief ( of Police Harms, The 
prisoner waived examination, and was" held 
Xo the municipal court. Immediately he 
was arraigned before Judge Sneidlng and 
pleaded guilty. In answer to questions he 
said that he fully understood the charge 
and also that he must be punished. He 
said that bis home wni in Russell, that he 
was 29 years old, a farmer, and that he had 
never been in trouble before. 

Murray said: "J want to deny roost em- 
phatically that I tried or Intended to kill 
Officer 'JohnBon. ,who arrested me. I did 
not point the gun at him, but ' I did^ try 
bard.to commit suicide. It. la not; fair to 
charge me with attempted murder when I 
am entirely innocent of such intention aid 
would not injure any person, for the reason 
no one, bos or did harm me. It was the 
duty of the officer to place me under arrest. 



In All Posloffkcs In the Country for 
Next' Six Months 

The postoflice depigment at Washing- 
Lon has issued In «l ructions to nil postmasters 
of the United States requiring^ all , matter 
sent out from their respective offices to be 
weighed for six months, or from July 1 to 
December 81, .This means quite a task to 
tbo posloflice employes. 

In the past at different times, it has been 
Decenary hy an.order of the depnrtuient, {o 
weigh the mails for thirty days, as a whole, 
but now tho order is not only to welsh 
them for a term of six months, but the, mall 
must be sorted into Rrst, second, third and 
fourth clusses, besides fritnked matter and 
official matter.. a record being kept of 'each 
separately, Thus it can be easily seen that 
it mennn a large increase of work *in every 
postoffice of the United State* for ihi; next 
six months. 

There has been n great deal' of talk nbout 
the mails being overburdened hy second 
o'a»s mutter, -such as newspapers nnd per- 
iodical*, and n« the. railroads fix i their 
charges for currying tho mails according to 
'the we i glit, it is* the intention of the de- 
partment to ascertain where the excess 
comes in and to fix n rate of ■ postage nc*. 
cordincly, sotTiat tho government' will not 
be the loser. The, result of the fads, ob- 
tained by the department in having the 
ninlls weighed far so long- a time, will un- 
doubtedly settle , the question of postage 
rates on second class matter, an investiga- 
tion "of which hits been going on" for some 
time.

seven days during that period, a record 
must be kept of the -revenue received from 
each class., and a count made of the num* 
berof pieces of 'the first class, showingtbe 
number of letters, portal cards mid other 
matter separately.

Mystery Surrounds the Finding or Body 
. Near Half Day 

Mystery surrounds the finding of the 
body of an unknown man in the deep woods 
near Half' Day. by George Annum, Thurs- 
day of last week, 

Amnnn was out scouring the woods when 
he stumbled across the dead body in a dense 
thicket, a mile south of Half Day, in a 
lonely and unfrequented' spot, The posi- 
tion of the remains indicated that the un- 
known had been trying to crawl under a 
wire fence when death overtook him and 
that he mny have died from exposure. 

The coroner's verdict is to the effect that 
the mysterious personage came to his death 
from^ exposure, but no real solution' was 
arrived at at the inquest. 

The body was so badly decomposed that 
recognition of the features is a hard mat- 
ter, but cards found on the remains indi- 
cate that the deceased was Joseph Laboski, 
of Chicago, 3325 Fortieth 'avenue. 

This name and address were written on 
the curds, one of which was a rafle ticket 
Neither money or n watch, were found on 
the person of the dead, lie was well 
dressed in it suit of near lynev^black clothes, 
woro ii striped shirt, a celluloid collar, and 
a bluo necktie. He was a man of about 
30 years of age with sandy hair nnd mus- 
tache. ' 

The conclusions of Coroner Taylor arc 
that Laboski, if indeed it Ib he, had gone 
insane and wandered off Into tbo -woods 
where he died of exposure and hunger. 

The coroner said that there was no marks 
of violence on the body as far as could be 
seen, or wore there any traces that Laboski, 
if it is be, bad ended his own life. 

Either the exposure followingn tempor- 
ary insanity, the fact that he won lost in 
the woods, or the sudden action of some 
chronic disease took him off.

FOX RIVER 

TO BE MADE 

NAVIGABLE 

Concerted action toward the opening of 
Fox river to navigation is to be taken in 
the ve,ry near future' by merchants' associa- 
tion, boat owners nnd clubs along the. 
route of the river from Ottawa to Fox Lake. 
Elgin launch owners contemolate. forming 
a club, which with other clubs will fight 
tor ths betterment of the stream, 

The Fox River Navigable Waterway 
Association held a special meeting at the 
Muehrcke hotel at Fox Lake on Monday 
last and decided to form auxiliary clubs in 
all the cities and towns along the river. 

The plan is to make For Biver navig- 
able for light draft boats all the way from 
its source to the Illinois river at Ottawa. 
The association 'will also 'make an en- 
deavor to interest the Elgin Merchants 
association as this routs will .be ui great 
asset to northern Illinois it is believed. 

The plan of opening the river to navi- 
gation by putting iu locks to the various 
dams basboen scoffed lit, by many people 
and cold water has' been dashed on tie 
project repeatedly by owners of the dams. 
This time the members of the association 
maintain, nothing will hindei their pro- 
gress and until this stream is open its 
entire length, they will not cease working.' 
Their, strongest argument ■: is .that the 
darning of the riyer jb illegal, as the gov- 
ernment survey gives it as a navigable 
stream. • . t 

The promoters claim that as soon as they 
can convince the merchants and' manufac- 
turers of" the commercial use. the river may 
be put to they will have- no further -trou- 
ble. Then they, will begin raising funiU 
for deepening the river anil for placing nn 
extra dam or so where necftssary to keep 
tho water at the required i level, Tho locks 
are comparatively inexpensive and can be 
placed in any, of the dams now existing 
without harming the water power, 



Sheriff to Make an Effort to Capture 
Alleged Murderers ef Rudntck 

Sheriff Pfennig of Kenosha county, and 
District Attorney Baker have started work 
on n n effort' to locate ami arrest the men 

* 

wanted-in'conncction witli the murder of 
Edward G. Rudnick in Powers Lake whose 
body was found on Thursday and whilethe 
official report of the coroner's inquest lias 
not as yet been filed tho sheriff and district 
attorney will leave no stone unturned to 
find the men wanted. It is clnimed that 
there are many people in the neighborhood 
of Powers Lake who are aware of the names 
of the men wanted in connection with the 
crime nnd Sheriff Pfennig will ask John 
Mutz, the deputy sheriff who worked up 
the Schumacher case, to take up this case. 
It is certain that none of tbo men is at 
Powers Luke at the present time, but it is 
thought that they will return there with 
the opening of a new- ice cutting season 
and at that time the officers will be wait- 
ing, . A wnfrant will be issued charging 
the men with murder. 

It will be remembered that Rudnick dis- 
appeared from Powers Luke on the after- 
noon of Februnry 25th. He was employed 
as a ice cutter and channel man by the 
Knickerbocker Ice company and on the day 
that he disappeared he and four other 
workmen had been sent out to remove some 
slush Ice from the channel. That was the 
last seen of him until his body was dis- 
covered floating iu the lake Thursday. 

Immediately after the disappearance of 
the man two of the ice cutters who bad 
worked with Rudnick were taken into cus- 
tody by Deputy Sheriff Mut?.. but no evi- 
dence was found against them and the? 
were* released.. They disappeared a few 
days later and nothing has been seea.of 
them since. ■

There was a disastrous Are in the 'town 
of Bristol late Saturday ntternoon, when 
the new plant of the Bristol Farmers' 
Creamery, located nt Ward's Corner?, was 
completely destroyed hy fire, entailing a 
loss of from five to seven thousand dollars 
The work of the rebuilding of the plant 
was arranged for before the smoldering > 
embers had stopped smoking, and the work 
of clearing the around for a new and larger 
creamery was started Monday morning, 
it is expected that the new creamery will 
be ready, for . operation, within the next 
sixty days. The old building and machin- 
ery were Insured for.83,000, and the re- 
mainder of the loss will have to be' borne 
by the owaers of the stock in the company. 
The ice.house adjoining i lie building was 
nlsa destroyed, as were the barns of the 
company." . 

One of the heaviest losers by the fire is 
Alexander Graham, the butter muker, who 
lived in the flat above the creamery, He 
lost all of his household goods nnd clothing, 
and Mrs. Graham nnd the children were 
toitunato to escape from the burning build- 
ing without being injured; 

Graham was alone at the creamery when 
the fire broke out just after 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and as soon as possible he called 
the members of the family and every effort 
wns made to save the building and the 
machinery, but the flames spread with 
ptich rapidity that it was impossible to stay 
the course of tht* fire. ' 

Before the building was completely de- 
stroyed the flumes nprend to the barns and 
ico house and when n crowd of farmers fin- 
ally arrived the buildings were gutted "be- 
yond repair. 

The owners of the creivmery incorporated 
the company less than a year ago and pur- 
chased the plant from the Devlin company. 
Most of the product of the creamery wop 
sold to a private trade in Kenosha and the 
managers will make an effort to supply 
this trade from another creamery 'pending 
the rebuilding of the plant. The farmers 
who had sold their milk to ihe creamery 
will distribute it ■ to other creameries in 
Bristol and Pleasant Prairie. The cream- 
ery had one of the most modern plants in 
state, but when it is rebuilt it will be even 
better. David Pierce is the president of 
the company and Charles Waldo, secretary. 
Marly of the best known men in that sec- 
tion of Bristol were interested in the plant 
and it was proving a mopeymnker. There 
will be plenty of funds subscribed to re- 
build the creamery.

The exploiion that wound up the 

Fourth oF July Celebration 

on Cooney Island. 



Two mammoth firecrackers stood In 
the window of Casey's grocery. They 
were 12 Inches long and proportion- 
ately thick. 

For a month before the Fourth of 
July these gigantic Indicators of en- 
thusiasm had stood In the window llko

It is a very remarkable showing that has 
been made in the bids for the new &).0OO 
ton American battleship* opened at tbe 
Navy Department last week. The private 
shipyards and the government navy yards 
all bid on tbe new naval monsters, bat the 
private firms won by close to a half a mil- 
lion dollars. Th»re ii no question that 
there has been some good work in ship con- 
struction turned out from the navy yards in 
different parts of tbe countrj. But it 
really would seem that there was no reason 
why the same vessel should cost 15 or 20 
per cent more when bailt by the govern- 
tnent than when built by private contract. 
There is just one thing to be said, and that 
is that the advertisement coming from se- 
curing such a piece of work would perhaps 
warrant a prir.it* yard in taking it at the 
very bottom figures, possibly even at a 
slight loss. But the private firms are not 
in business for reputation men-ly, and it ii 
not to be supposed that they contemplate 
losing from a quarter to half a million dol- 
lars either for tbe sake of the advertisement 
or for the good of the government. Repre- 
sentative Calder of New York, who was 
naturally anxious that the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard in his district should get one of the 
contracts, has appealed to the Navy De- 
partment, bat it is (.radically assured that 
tbe work will be done by the low figuring 
private firms. Perhaps, they meant it as an 
obje:t lesson in opposition to government 
ownership.

The' 
bill was passed on May XI, suit at- 
tacking It was started on June 25, the 
hearing was started Juno 28, and five 
hours later tho declBlon holding the 
act unconstitutional was given. In 
his decision Judge Chytraus said: 
"The law is unconstitutional because 
tho word 'cigarette,' according to le- 
gal decisions and the lexicographers, 
moans when used without qualifica- 
tion, a cigarette made of tobacco. 
Tbe act In its title purports to be an 
act to 'regulate' the manufacture, use, 
sale, and giving away or 'cigarettes,' 
and the first section provides that no 
ono ah all bo permitted to manufacture, 
sell or give away any cigarettes con- 
taining tobacco. Hence there la an 
Inconsistency In the conflict between 
tho title and the net Itself and under 
the constitution no act can bo 
broader than Its title. As prohibition 
is broader than regulation, so the act 
Is broader than Its title. It was 
passed under pretumtQ, as Its title In- 
dicates, that It was nn act to 'regu- 
late,' while In -fact It Is an net to pro- 
hibit. Such deception In the title ren- 
ders thho act unconstitutional." 



tor. Several suspected cases of the 
same disease also were reported at 
Wlnslow, In Stevenson county, and 
Dr. Charles E, Crawford, of the board 
has gone there to look into tho situ- 
ation.

Three 
cases of smnllpox have been re- 
ported at Dundas, In Richland coun- 
ty, nnd Dr. J. C. Westervelt, of tho 
state hoard of health has gone to 
that place to pursue an Investigation. 
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Smallpox Causes Alarm. 

Thirty-five cases of smallpox In' 
Aurora, Kane county, aro causing con- 
siderable concern to tbo state health 
authorities In view of the Indifference 
of the citizens of the town to tho con- 
tagion, Dr, Charles E. Crawford of 
the state board of health, who has 
been making an Investigation of con- 
ditions there, reported that 35 cases 
were divided among 1,3 families and 
that all those concerned were under 
quarantine. His report states that 
while the local authorities are using 
every effort to curb the disease, 
which is in a comparatively mild 
rorm, the citizens themselves aro 
taking little precaution. Considerable 
trouble has been encountered In ef- 
fectually enforcing the quarantina 
orders for this reason, and it Is feared 
that the contagion may spread, Two 
cases of the disease havo been report- 
ed, at Powell, a small town In Pike 
county, and one at Dallas In Hancock 
county. An inspector of the state 
board has gone to each place to con- 
duct an Investigation.

State License for Fishermen. 

After the first of July all fishermen 
must have a state license to fish. In 
a notice to this effect, sent to fisher- 
men, Nat H. Cohen, president of the 
state flali commission, Bays: "Fish 
may bo caught with hoop nets from 
June 1 to April 15 of the following 
year. A license fee of CO cents a 
year must be paid for each hoop net 
For each 100 yards of seine and each 
100 yards of trammel net a fee of five 
dollars Is exacted. It is permitted 
to fish with seine from September 1 
to April 15 of the following year. You 
may fish for carp, buffalo, dogfiBh and 
catllsh with trammel net in the Illi- 
nois, Wabash, Mississippi, Ohio and 
Calumet rivers proper from June lto 
April 15 of tho following year. It Is 
forbidden to use a trammel not In 
any other place except those men- 
tioned In the foregoing. Black bass, 
pickerel, pike and yellow salmon 
must bo caught with hook and line 
and must not bo exposed for sale be- 
tween September 1 and April 5 of the 
succeeding year."

For 
winning exhibitors in dnlry cattle, 
J5.S1G la appropriated. Tho next 
largest item is 34,900, which will be 
divided among successful competitors 
who exhibit beef cattle. For exhibits 
In the dairy and apiary department 
14,337 is allotted.
